CASE LOAD 


Lines Q, R, Y, and Z are required. The use of lines S, T, W, and X 
is optional with the State agency. 


Line Q, Old cases.—On this line will be reported all cases which have 
been in the active case load for more than a year on J uly 1. In the 
beginning of a fiscal year the State agency will shift the total active 
cases which were reported on line R at the end of the preceding 
fiscal year to line Q for the current year, and add them to the total 
active cases which remained in line Q. The total to be reported in 
column B on line Q will not change during a fiscal year. The cases 
reported in columns C through 15, however, may shift from one 
column to another. 


Line R, Cases from previous fiscal year.—At the beginning of the fiscal 
year, the State agency will shift the total active cases reported on 
line Y on the final report for the preceding fiscal year to line R for 
the current fiscal year. The total reported in column B on line R 
will not change during a fiscal year, but the cases reported in columns 
C through 15 may shift from one column to another. 


Line Y, Total entering active roll, current fiscal year.—On this line will 
be reported all new cases which entered the active roll from referred 
status during the current fiscal year. 


Line Z (Grand total, all cases).—This line will represent the sum of 
lines Q, R, and Y. 


Column B.—The totals entered on lines Q and R will not change from 
quarter to quarter, but the totals entered on line Y will represent 
the cumulative total of cases entering the active load during the 
current fiscal year. Line Z will also change from quarter to quarter, 
because it represents the sum of lines Q, R, and Y. Column B should 
equal the total of the figures recorded in column C plus the total of 
all figures recorded in columns 12, 13, 14, and 15. 


Column C.—This column represents the totals of columns 1 through 8; 
it shows the total active cases in process of rehabilitation at the end 
of the report period. 


Columns 1 through 8.—These columns show the distribution of the 
cases, by status, at the end of the report period. The definitions of 
each status are given in the Vocational Rehabilitation Manual, 
Chapter 13, section 2. 


Columns 12 through 15.—These columns show the number of cases 
closed from the active load since July 1, by type of closure.
